The City Needs More 
Water Frontage. 


Committee Will Investi' 
gate the Matter.

Board of Trade Will Try 
New Plan. 


Favors Bonding City for 
Improvements. 


The Board of Trade will not ask 
citizens for more private subscriptions 
for new industries. Last night the 
board decided: 


To devise a method whereby Im­ 
provements could be secured by bond­ 
ing the city. A committee was ap­ 
pointed to ascertain if It was possible 
for the city to resurrect the $15,000 
improvement bonds that were recently 
destroyed. 


fhe committee was also instructed 
to ascertain the cost of building a new 
ship canal from the elevator across 
the marsh to Paw Paw avenue, a dis­ 
tance of a mile and a half.

Benton Harbor Citizens Ready to 


Do Business. 


At the meeting of the board of trade 
last night President Miller stirred up 
things with a sharp stick. He de­ 
clared that Benton Harbor was on the 
eve of the biggest boom In its history 
And then added: 


“ I have a proposition to make that 
Krill strike you cold. 
As far as I am 
concerned I am through going around 
-with a subscription paper trying to 
yalso $0,500, or auy other amount, for a 
¡factory. You can’t build a city unlesB 
you do give bonuses but tne way wo 
.have been doing It Is not fair or just. 
1 am In favor of passing a resolution to 
*feond tub city for 1**0.000 for public im­ 
provement* and in lee* than six months 
‘with that amount we could secure an 
!additl<iu of *1 leant 1.500 working men 
%0 our | ».¿illation." 


Mr. Miller hoped that no cold water 
•would be thrown on the new railroad 
scheme and declared emphatically that 
2&r. Dallln was not In It. 


Mr. Morton agreed with the doctrine 
laid down by the president but he 
Called attention to the fact that at one 
tim e eight-tenths of the people voted 
Jn favor of a bonding proposition and 
th a t one man kicked over the entire 
proposition. 


John K. Price declared the time had 
come when a «top must be put to tne 
-plan that had prevailed in the past to 
secure growth. The few citizen» could 
not afford to continue to go down Into 
their pockets to buy benefits for the 
entire community to reap. 
Last year 
* library fund of «1,410 was created 
and no one ever felt the burden when 
h e paid the tax. 
If bonds for $50,000 
•were issued they could be floated at 4 
*pcr cent and that would mean an addi­ 
tion of $2,000 per year tax. The new 
industries that would be secured would 
i 
»ay this tax several times over and the 
mprovement would practically cost the 
city nothing. 


J. E. Barnes said that he also w&3 
tired of the subscription business for 
th e subscription papers for the past 
several years have all contained the 
same names, while the great majority 
stood back and raked in the benefits. 
H e said that Benton Harbor bad as 
good and even better shipping facilities 
than Chicago and praised the wisdom 
•f the members of the old improvement 
association in building the factories 
th a t have now enabled the city to se­ 
cure some good institutions. 
He called 
attention to the fact that not long ago 
the city paid $15,000 for a new railroad 
and that the same could be done for 
Other improvements. However, he was 
not much in favor of giving money to 
railroad» as the roads would go where 
the business was. 


President Miller said that the im­ 
provement question ought co be 
a 
question in the coming spring election 
aud that he would gladly go out aud 
knife the candidate for mayor or alder­ 
man of any party who would not u^ree 
to commit himself to the improve­ 
ment policy, 


Mr. Morton said that the city had 
reached a point where it could g • no 
farther without mouey. 
In X8^> sever­ 
al factories were secured by the im­ 
provement association and the popula­ 
tion of the city was doubled in two 
yeatv. The same could be rep.Mtted 
now. 
At that time tne association p.iiu 
about 
00J f r less advertising man 
the city has received within the last 
month for naming. 


J. P. Thresner related some ancient 
hibtory in tne trials of the city 
i’be 
men who built the ship canal were 
stalled for lack of money and they 
elected a man for treasurer who added 
a new column to his tax roll and col­ 
lected enough money, though without 
authority of law, to make the canal 
possible. 
He spoke in favor of the new 
Toledo railroad and declared tr»at it 
would have a spur to Detroit, and form 
the shortest line from Benton Harbor 
to the Michigan metropolis. 


B. H. Speneer was recently thrown 
into communication with a Wabash 
manufacturer of wood novelties, em­ 
ploying 250 men, who would liIce to in­ 
crease his plant and move it to Benton 
Harbor. As there are no funds on hand 
it was decided not to open correspond­ 
ence with him at the present time.

and the Three-I road, which takes 
possession of the St. Joseph tomorrow, 
has options on all the water front along 
the west bank of the river from Wal­ 
lace’s dock to the Truscott boat fac­ 
tory. 
If there was any water front 
available one of the largest railroad 
corporations in Chicago stands ready 
to build an Immenso elevator here. 


Three or four years ago the city 
voted bonds for $110,000 for the ostensi­ 
ble purpose of street improvements, 
but in reality half of It was to encour­ 
age the building of the tunnel road and 
the other half for the M., B. H. «Sc C. 
The latter road received its money in a 
round about way but a9 the other road 
was never built the bonds were not 
issued. 
A committee consisting of J. 
E. Barnes, J. S. Morton and V. M. 
Gore was appointed to see if these 
bonds could not * be resurrected and 
used. The committee was also appoint­ 
ed to ascertain the cost of constructing 
the proposed canal.

A letter from the New Jersey tannery 
company was read. At first the com­ 
pany wanted $35,000 in cash and now 
they would be willing to consider the 
gift of a site and a small cash donation.

Co. was read, in which it was stated 
that the firm does not contemplate 
moving from Kalamazoo unless to Chi­ 
cago for the purpose of securing Chi­ 
cago rates. 
Mr. Bailey wrote the firm 
that Benton Harbor enjoyed Chicago 
rates.

London, Feb. 28.—From John o’ 
Grouts to LandBcnd there has been 
cheering íor the queen ond a univer- 
enl sitigli^ of the national anthem. 
This with mutual congratulations is 
tlie Briton-« wny of celebrating the 
most cheerful day of the war. 
AJ- 
rendy he is taking stock of the situa­ 
tion nncl meaeuring the future. There 
is no flÌ8po8Ìtion to overestimate the 
sueoeKs. 
The government entertain« 
no illusion. 
As announced in 
the 
ItouKe of commons, 10,000 additional 
troops will itnniedintely go out and 
the efTective force will be kept near 
20».n00. 
i^rd lloberts has done more 
than to capture 4.000 Boers and a few 
guns. He is within striking distance 
of one of the Boer capitals and is mas­ 
ter of a large district of the Free 
State. He has given a shock to Boer 
confidence and immensurably restored 
the spirit of his own troops. In cap­ 
turing Cron je he has taken a leader 
whose j»resenee alone w’as worth thou- 
pnncls to the Boer cause. 
The best 
opinion here is that the Transvaalers 
are certain to continue the fight with 
undiminished vnlor, but it is not so 
certain about the Free Staters. 


Some P o in t a In D ou b t. 


Lord Itoberts has not allowed the 
corps of descriptive writers with him 
to supplement his plain narrative as 
yet, and there are some points 
in 
doubt. 
It is not clear whether the 
4.000 prisoners include those taken in 
small parties before the capitulation. 
What has become of the rest of the 
Boers who held the 
Magersfontein 
lines, and where are the big guns? 
The smallness of Cronje’s force causes 
some wonderment. 


The morning papers, without excep* 
tion. comment on the achievement of 
the Boer lender and men in holding 
OÍY for ten clays a force from six to 
eight times as lar^t* as their own. 
IBntish opinion Is far more generous 
n victory than in defeat.

The war olUce has received the fol­ 
lowing dispatch from Lord Roberts; 


Paardeberg. U o’clock Tuesday morning. 
—From Information furnlshf-d dally to me 
by ih t InieUlgence department. It became 
apparent that Gen. Cronje s force w as be­ 
com ing more depresied and that the dis­ 
content Q Í the troops 
and 
tb© 
discord 
am ong the leaders were rapidly Ihcrea-slng. 
This feeling was doubtle»« accentuated by 
the disappointment caused when the Boer 
reenforcem ents which tried to relieve Gen. 
Cronje were defeated by our troops on 
February’ 83. I resolved, therefore, to bring 
pressure to bear upon enemy. Each night 
the trenches were pushed forward toward 
the enem y’s laager h o as to gradually con­ 
tract ills position, and at the m m e lim e it 
bombarded It heavily with ariillery. which 
wafc- yesterday m aterially aided by the ar­ 
rival of four slx-lnch howitzers which I 
had ordered up from De Aar. 


tíuod W o r k of C a p tiv e Oniloon. 


"In carrying out these m easures a cap­ 
tive balloon gave great assistance by keep- 
li.g 
m Informed of the dispositions and 
m ovem ents o£ the enemy. 
At three a. m. 
to-day a most dashing advance W’as made 
by the Canadian regiment and some en­ 
gineers, supported by the First Gordon 
highlanders and Second Shropshirt-s. re­ 
sulting In our gaining a point Kome GOO 
yards nearer the enemy and within about 
80 yards of his treiiches, where our fien 
entrenched 
them selves and 
maintained 
their positions till morning, a gallant deed 
worthy of 
our 
colonial 
comrades and 
w’hlch, 1 am glad to say, was attended by 
com paratively slight loss, 


OfferM to S u r r e n d e r . 


This apparently clinched m atters, for 
Rt daylight to-day, a letter signed by Gen. 
Cronje, in which he stated that he sur­ 
rendered unconditionally, was brought to 
our outposts under a flag of truce. 


“ In my reply 1 told Gen. Cronje he musit 
present him self at my camp and that his 
forces must come out of their laager after 
laying down their arms. 
By seven a. m. I 
received Gen. Cronje and dispatched a tele^ 
gram to you announcing the fact. 
In the 
course of conversation he asked for kind 
treatm ent at our hands and also that bis 
w ife, grandson, private secretary, adjutant 
and servants might accompany him wher­ 
ever be might be sent. 


*‘l reassured him and told him his request 
would be complied with. 
I informed him 
that a general oiBcer would be sent with 
him to Cape Town, to insure his being 
treated with proper respect en route. He 
w ill start this afternoon under charge of 
Maj. Gen. Prettym an, who will hand him 
over to the general commanding at Cape 
Town. 


‘’The prLsoners, who number about 1,000, 
w ill be formed into commandos under our 
own officers. They will also reach here to­ 
day, reaching the Modder river to-morrow, 
when they willi^be railed to Cape Town in 
detachmentB," \

D ewlts. the distinguished Oerman officer, 
responsible for m ost of the splendid en 
gineerlng works of the Boers since the 
commencement of the war.

CITY OF PERE MARQUETTE. 
A meetlo^ of a few of the represen­ 
tatives of the city was held last eveo- 
ioft in the interests of consolidating 
the cities of Benton Harbor and St. 
.Toseph. No resolution to the etTect 
that the two cities are and o( ri^ht 
ought to be one was passed, but that 
was the sentiment expressed. 


The name proposed by H. M. OIney, 
of Hartford, was that of the name of 
the consolidated railroad company, 
Pere Marquette. This name met with 
the approval of the meeting and Mr. 
Olney, who is acting in the interests of 
^ peace maker, or perhaps better a 
match maker, between the two cities, 
found that Benton Harbor was in favor 
of the proposed coDsolidation. He was 
ittitrUQted to obtain a written protocol 
from the people of St. Joiiepb,the orif?- 
ioators of the move, and that tbe 
people of this city would quickly ratify 
it. 


Mr. Olney U to be congratulated 
upon hit diplomatic work. While the 
name he has chosen is a pretty one it 
will more or less be confused with 
Marquette, and a more suitable name, 
in view of the circumstances, would be 
Olney—a name that is short, musical 
and appropriate. The only objection 
to this name is that a cross-roads post- 
office in the interior of the state is 
called Olney, but it would be no hard 
task to secure a change of the name of 
that po8toiHce. 


If that change could not be sectored 
then the name of the match maker 
might be transposed a little and the 
consolidated city be called Onley. This 
would be a new name and by pronounc­ 
ing it “Only,” Mlah., it would bring 
before the people the plain truth—that 
the new city was the o^y place of any 
consequence In the state. 


Th £ man who believes in justice be­ 
lieves in the doctrine of bonding for 
public improvements. Benton Harbor 
ought to be so charged with enterprise 
that life would be uncomfortable for 
any one who would make a spectacle of 
himself in trying to stand in the path 
of the progress of the city. The way 
to raise money for improvements is by 
taxation. In that way the new indus­ 
tries that come here pay their own 
bonuses. Giving a bonus raised by 
taxation should be regarded more as a 
loan than as a gift.
